Y.W.C.A.Girls 
Hear  Talk  on 
Mission  Play 

At  the  Regular  Meeting,  Tuesday,  Mrs. 

Colbert  Spoke  on  the  Mission  Play  in 

California. 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  hold  its  regular 
meeting  in  Social  Hall  last  Tuesday,  at 
which  time  Mrs.  George’  Colbert  spoke 
to  the  girls  on  tho  Mission  Play  in 
California.  At  this  meeting  special 
numbers  were  given  by  Rove  Fite 
who  read  “Friends”  and  Bernice 
Chapman  who  played  a  saxaphone  solo. 

Following  is  Mrs.  Colbert’s  message: 

In  speaking  of  tho  play  known  as 
“The  Missions”  it  is  necessary  to  con¬ 
sider  it  in  connection  with  tho  early 
and  romantic  liistory  of  California. 
You  that  have  been  in  California  know 
that  in  some  subtle  way  it  is  different. 
Other  places  have  beauty,  perhai-s 
more  than  California;  but  there  is  here 
a  romance,  a  local  color  that  makes  of 
it  a  country  all  by  itself.  No  onis  is 
more  keenly  aware  of  this  than  the 
Californian  Iiimsolf,  and  his  boosting  at 
times;, bc.comos.  almost  off onBivo  .-to  out-, 
siders.  But  tliis  also  enters  in  to  the 
making  of  the  Mission  play. 

Ill  tlio  year  1709  a  party  from  Mex¬ 
ico  consisting  of  soldiers,  advouturors 
and  Franciscan  monks  visited  Mo.vico 
undor.tho  auspices  of  the  Moxioan  gov- 
ornmiiint.  Tho  purpose  was  oxjiloration 
with  permanent  settlements  as  tlio  ob¬ 
jective.  Culiforhia  at  that  time  belong¬ 
ed  to  Mexico.  Tho  party  w:is  lieadod 
by  Don  Caspar  do  Ppi-tola,  Governor 
of  tho  expedition.  ''With  Don  Caspar 
and  his  party  came  a  band  of  Francis¬ 
can  monks  whoso  purpose  was  to  chris¬ 
tianize  the  Indians.  They  wore  headed 
by-  Fray  Juniporro  Seri-a.  Ho  was  a 
remarkable  man,  not  only  a  religious 
entliiisinst,  but  a  man  of  broad  learn¬ 
ing,  deep  culture  and  poetic  vision. 

Tho  party  landed  at  what  i.s  now 
known  ns  Snn  Diego  and  after  a  period 
of  cruel  suffering  and  starvation  tlio 
mission  of  San  Diego  was  ostablisliod. 
Later  Futlier  Serra  and  his  band  trav¬ 
eled  North  along  tho  const  of  Calif-or- 
iiia  ealablisliing  missions  until  twon- 
ty-ono  had  boon  ostablisliod.  These 
wore  located  so  that  each  mission  was 
just  a  day’s  journey  on  horseback  from 
tiio  next.  Tho  ruins  of  those  missions 
form  one  of  tho  unique  charms  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia  and  are  visited  each  your  by 
thousands  of  tourists.  Tho  road  con- 
iiocting  them  has  long  been  known  as 
“Tho  King’s  Highway”  and  each  mile 
of  it  from  San  Diego  on  the  south  to 
Sonoma  on  tho  north  of  San  Francisco 
is  marked  by  an  old  bell  cast  in  imi¬ 
tation  of  tho  mission  bells. 

With  this  brief  Iiistorical  outline  we 
are  ready  to  know  Iiow  tho  Mission 
Play  came  to  bo  written.  It  grow  out 
of  tlie  love  of  a  Californian  for  his 
state.  Some  years  ago  a  Mr.  Frank 
Miller,  from  Riverside,  Crilif.,  was 
traveling  in  Europe.  Ho  visited  Ober- 
amagua  to  witness  the  Passion  Play 
and  it  was  while  there  that  tho  idea 
of  tho  Mission  Play  was  born.  Upon 
his  return  to  America  ho  visited  the 
late  Henry  Van  Dyke  and  put  his  vi¬ 
sion  before  liim — a  groat  religious  play 
with  the  Missions  as  tho  background. 
Dr.  Van  Dyko  replied  tliut  in  order  to 
write  a  play  like  that  it  would  bo  noo- 
ossary  for  him  to  reside  several  years 
in  California  so  as  to  bo  familiar  with 
tho  local  color  and  atmosphere  whivh 
must  needs  enter  into  tho  pl.-\y.  l^e 
advised  that  it  should  bo  writtop , 
a  Californian.  ^Mr.  Miller  returned  |io 
California,  stopping  on  his  way  hpino 
at  Pole  Alto  where  ho  colled  ujijd 
David  Starr  Jordon,  ot  that  time 
i'dent  pi!  Stanford  University.  Dr.  Jor¬ 
dan  hoard  him  thrpuf^h  and  thou  sijid 
“You  huYO  such  a  man  right  under. your 
nose  in  Sputhorn  Californio,  thp  odly

February  3,  Was  Kno^wn  in  Chicago  at 

Age  14,  and  In  New  ifork  at  Age  16. 

Of  the  younger  American  pianists 
who  have  blazed  their  way  into  promin¬ 
ence  in  Europe,  Miss  Mohus  bids  fair 
to  bo  among  the  foremost.  She  went  to 
Europe  unknown  and  unheralded,  but 
her  European  debut,  made  with  a 
superb  performance  of  tho  Tschaikow- 
sky  B-flat  minor  concerto  with  the 
Berlin  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  stamped 
her  as  a  pianist  who  takes  rank  among 
tho  gi’eatest. 

The  impression  of  dignity,  command 
of  style,  and  thorough  musical  quali¬ 
ties  have  made  her  a  welcome  recitalist 
in  Berlin.  Miss  Mohus  has  been  heard 
in  many  of  the  principal  cities  of  Eur¬ 
ope  , having  toured  in  Germany,  Italy, 
and  Norway,  anJ  everywhere  this  un¬ 
spoiled,  lovable;  gifted  little  American 
girl  has  won  a  host  of  friends  and  ad¬ 
mirers.  -  , 

Miss  Mohus*  art  ^s  grown  from  tho 
work  of  an  extraordinarily  gifted  cbiid 
to  the  thoughtful  expression,  of  a  ma¬ 
ture  artist.  Although  a  young  artist, 
sho  stands  ready  to  be  judgod  on  her 
merits  alone,  combining  as  she  docs, 
sincere,  mature  artistry  with  her  pre¬ 
cious,  youthful  charm. 

Not  only  has  Miss  Mohus ,  tho;  dis¬ 
tinction  of  being  tho  youngest  Ainqri- 
can  artist  to  over  have  boon  soloist 
with  tlio  Berlin  Philharmonic  Orches¬ 
tra,  but  she  has  tho  honor  of  having 
been  immediately  re-engaged  for  tho 
following  season. 

Guccoss  with  Miss  Mohus  has  always 
been  accomplished  without  subterfuge, 
quietly  and  easily — one  ongagemeni 
leading  to  another — ^just  natural  great¬ 
ness  asserting  itself  and  coming  into 
its  own. 

At  tho  ago  of  fourteen.  Miss  Mohus 
was  a  “beloved  little  girl  pianist”  of 
Chicago;  at  sixteou  years  she  was  fa¬ 
vorably  known  in  musical  circles  in 
Now  York  City,  and  before  sho  was 
twenty  sho  had  received  glowing  press 
commendations  in  cities  of  twenty-two 
states  of  tho  United  States.  Now  that 
her  mature  talent  is  adding  cohstautly 
to  her  earlier  reputation,  she  takes  rank 
with  the  few  prodigies  who  have  :ie- 
tually  developed  into  artist  pianists, 

Her  first  teacher  said  of  her,  “Alma 
Mehus  was  possessed  of  none  of  tho 
erratic  vagaries  nor  incomprehensible 
phenomena  of  some  prodigies.  Sho  was 
always  an  ambitious,  energetic,  and 
thorough  pupil,  and  she  was  reprimand¬ 
ed  more  often  for  practicing  too  many 
hours  than  too  few.  Hors  was  a  natural, 
but  rapid  devoolpment. 

After  one  of  her  recent  concerts,  a 
woman  with  tears  in  her  eyes,  ex¬ 
claimed,  “That  is  the  kind  of  music  I 
expect  to  hoar  in  Heaven.” 

The  Minneapolis  “Dagligo  Tideudo” 
said:  “Seldom  here  has  a  concert  won 
complete  approbation  so  spontaneously 
as  at  Miss  Alma  Mehus’  concert  last 
evening.  This  approbation,  which  com¬ 
pelled  the  artist  to  give  several  num¬ 
bers  in  addition  to  the  program,  was 
highly  merited,  fov  such  piano  playing 
Is  something  r,\roly  heard.  Tho  superior¬ 
ly  performed  Ohopin  group  was  a 
wholly  undiluted  delight.  All  that  is 
called  toohnio  she  manipulated  with 
brilliancy  and  as  far  as  breadth  of 
touch  and  fullness  of  tone  is  oonoerned, 
sho  ranks  with  tho  greatest  artists.”

A  toriii  often  comes  into  such  com¬ 
mon  use  that  daily  hundreds  roll  it 
glibly  on  the  tongue  without  so  much 
.•IS  pausing  to  contemplate  its  true  sig¬ 
nificance. 

“School  spirit’’  is  sucli  a  term.  A 
iiumber  of  comments  have  been  made, 

■  oral  and  written,  in  the  past  few 
months  concerning  school  spirit  at  S.  T, 
G.  The  burden  of  most  of  these  com¬ 
ments  has  been  that  students  should 
exhibit  more  school  spirit  by  attending 
the  athletic  contests  and  by  making 
their  presence  known  by  yelling  louder 
and  more  frequently. 

The  writer  agrees  at  the  outset  with 
the  spirit  of  all  these  comments.  ' 

There  can,  perhaps,  be  no  finer  thing 
than  a'  representative  athletic  team 
which  merits  and  receives  the  whole- 

"libarfed'' ‘suj^  Jiitit  of ‘the '  studiJflt  body. 

In  religion,  thoologists  are  gradual- 

■  ly  realizing  that  not  a  great  deal  can 
bo  accomplished  through  high-pressure 
campaigns  or  ‘revivals’;  that  one’s 
whole  character  cannot  bo  permanent- 

■  ly  and  radically  reformed  in  a  single 
night.  Neither  can  students  expect  t( 
institute  a  complete  change  in  the  at¬ 
titude  of  their  student  body  in  a  single 
mass  meeting  or  pep  speech. 

For  what  is  true  school .  spirit,  but 
an  unbiased,  enthusiastic  attitude  to¬ 
ward  athletics,  and  toward  every  other 
worthwhile  institution  in  tho  College 
as  -well;  on  the  days  of  inter-school 
contests,  but  also  in  every  day  of 
school  activity. 

Docs  not  a  student  exhibit  school, 
spirit  just 'as  truly  by  attending  such 

■  a  worthwhile  entertainment  as  the 
San  Male  concert,  sponsored  by  tlie 
College,  as  by  attending  a  basketball 
game  or  going  to  a  pop  meotingf 

Cannot  school  spirit  enter  tho  class¬ 
room!  Was  a  student  ever  accused  of 
lacking  school  spirit  because  ho  ‘skip¬ 
ped’  a  , class  or  failed  to  prepare  a  les¬ 
son! 

Is  it  nob  possible  to  give  ovidcnco  of 
one’s  school  spirit  in  any  worthwhile 
extra-curricular  activity  whether  de¬ 
bate,  basketball,,  dramatics,  music,  or 
what  not! 

School  spirit  is  not  a  thing  to  be 
trumped  up.  It  is  a  growtlf-  that  comes 
with  service  rondorod  and  service  ap¬ 
preciated.  It  is  not  a  mob  spirit.  It 
is  a  constant,  enduring  loyaltyl  It  is 
not  bound  up  in  tho  worship  of  stars, 
individual  or  team.  It  is  a  fellowship 
that  moves  ovory  student  to  fill  his 
particular  place'  on  tho  campus  .  and 
recognize  tho  importanco  of  those  who 
fill  tho  other  places. 

It  is  not  tho  purpose  hero  to  decry 
athletics  or  mass  mootings.  It  is  mere¬ 
ly  to  show  that  those  aro  only  a  part 
of  school  spirit — only  ono  of  tho  ways 
of  serving  tho  Alma  Mater.  And  when 
wo  ns  students  think  or  speak  of  the 
term  “school  spirit’’  wo  should  con" 
aider  it  in  connection  with  this  great¬ 
er  moaning.

Yet,  frankly,  they 
should  not  be  allowed  the  privilege  if 
they  abuse  it. 

Then  let  the  student  body  put  ofi 
their  “company  manners’’  for  the  as¬ 
sembly  programs.

Hears  Lecture 
On  Gardening 

Mr.  Schowengordt  Explains  Meaning  of 
Unity,  Variety,  Motive,  Monotony, 
Character,  and  Finish. 


Last  Wednesday  morning  at  9  o’¬ 
clock,  Mr.  Schowengordt  of- the  Agri¬ 
culture  Department  of  tho  College, 
spoke  to  the  Homo  Planning  and  Fur¬ 
nishing  class  on  Landscape  Gardening. 
“Landscapo  gardening,”  Mr.  Schowen- 
gordt  said,  “is  a 'fine  art,  an  attempt 
to  create  organized  beauty.  It  is  called 
landscape  architecture,  landscapo  en¬ 
gineering,  landscape  design  or  gardon- 
ing.” 

To  designate  this  art,,  the  term  “Gar¬ 
dening”  was  first  used,  and  moat  used 
in  England.  “Unity,  variety,  motive, 
monotony,'  character  and  finish,”  Mr. 
Schowengordt  told  the  class,  ‘  ‘-  are  the 
six  essentials  to  consider  in  beautifying 
the;  garden.”'  ' 

■  Unity,,  ho  explained,  means  that  ono 
idea’,  slmll  prevail  throughout  and  that 
all  details  shall  be  subordinate  to  it. 
Mr,  Schowengordt  pointed  out  that,  the 
:hyo;  ways  ,  to '  create"  beauty  '■  in  land¬ 
scape,  gardening  are;  the  natural  and 
the  aroliitectural..',“  The  former'  style  is 
used  ■  mainly, -'.in;  England,”'^  hc'  said; 
“and-  refers  .to  gardens’’; in  which'  the 
shrubs  and  frees  are  left ; in  their  na- 1 
tural  shape.”

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Carnegie  Report 
On  Athletics 
Is  Summarized 

Report  Which  Has  Caused  Unusual 
Comment  is  Further  Discussed  by  W. 
H.  Cowley,  in  Education  Journal. 


A  summary  of  tho  recent  report, 
“Athletics  in  American  Colleges”  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  is 
given  by  W.  H.  Cowley  in  tho  January 
number  of  tho'  Jourhal  of  Higher  Edu¬ 
cation,  published  by  tho  Ohio  State 
University  Press. 

Dr.  Henry  8.  Pritchett,  president  of 
the  Carnegie  .  Foundation,  introduces 
the  report.  Ho  states  that  tho  investiga¬ 
tors  sought  to  answer  two  fundamental 
questions:  “What  rolation'hns  this  as¬ 
tonishing  athletic  display  to  tho  work 
of  an  intelloctual  agency  like  a  uni¬ 
versity?”  and  “How  do  students,  de¬ 
voted  to  study,  find  either  the  time  or 
the  money  to  stage  so  costly  a  perform¬ 
ance?” 

Dr.  Pritchett  belipves  that  tho  most 
important  question  involved  is  “wheth¬ 
er  an  institution  in  tho  social  order 
whoso  primary  purpose  is  tho  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  intellectual  life  can  at  tho 
same  time  serve  as  an  agency  to  pro¬ 
mote  business,  industry,  journalism, 
salesmanship,  and  organized  athletics 
on  an  extensive  commercial  basis.  The 
question  is  not  so  much  whether  ath¬ 
letics  in  their  present  form  should  bo 
fostered  by  the  university,  but  how 
fully  can  a  university  that  fosters  pro¬ 
fessional  .athletics  Glschargo  its  pri¬ 
mary  function.?’ 

Dr.  Pritchett  sums  up  the  unfavor¬ 
able  results  of  athletics  as  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

College  athletics  have  a  deloterious 
effect  upon  secondary  schools. 

College  athletics  are  too  absorbing  to 
allow  the  athloto  really  to  study. 

College  athletes  aro  given  a  distorted 
sense  of  social  values. 

Co.'iches  have  an  undesirable  in¬ 
fluence  upon  their  charges. 

Comipotition  produces  a  system  of  re¬ 
cruiting  and  subsidizing  which  “is  de¬ 
moralizing  and  corrupt.” 

Alumni  devices  for  recruiting  win¬ 
ning  teams  “constitutes  the  most  dis¬ 
graceful  phase  of  recent  intercollegiate 
athletics.” 

College  athletics  do  not  contribute 
appreciably  to  tho  health  program  of 
colleges. 

“The  strict  organization  and  the 
tendency  to  commercializo  has  taken 
tho  joy  out  of  tho  game.” 

“The  blaze  of  publicity  in  which  tho 
college  athlete  lives,  is  a  demoralizing 
influence  for  tho  boy.  himself  .-ind  no 
less  so  for  his  i  college.  ” 

In  imswerHo  the  question  of  what  is 
now  to  bo;  done  about  the  athletic  situ¬ 
ation,-  Dr.  Pritchett  infers  that  there 
may  bo  “  a  gradual  and,  peaceful  re¬ 
adjustment”  and  that  “tho  need  today 
is  to  ro-examino  our  educational  regime 
with  tho  determination  to  attain  in 
greater  nio.nsure  tho  simplicity,  sincer¬ 
ity,  and  thoroughness  that  is  tho  life 
blood  of  a  true  university  in  any  coun¬ 
try  at  any  age.” 

The  report  was  written  by  Dr.  How¬ 
ard  J.  Savage,  member  of  the  staff  of 
tho  Cnrnogio  Foundation,  after  he  had 
made  an  extensive  study  of  the  situa¬ 
tion.  Tho  first  four  chapters  give  back¬ 
ground  material,  tho  history  and  scope 
of  tho  investigation,  an  interesting  his¬ 
tory  of  tho  growth  of  collogo  athletics, 
tho  development  of  tho  amateur  status 
in  tho  United  States,  and  tho  status  of 
athletics  in  American  secondary  schools. 

In'  writing  of  administrative  control. 
Dr.  Savage  states,  “Tho  present  ten¬ 
dency  is  to  look  upon  faculty  control, 
whether  genuine  or  not,  as  tho  panacea 
of  all  tho  ills  of  athletics.  When  tho 
criteria  which  have  just  boon  sot  down 
lend  reality  to  what  is- so  ofon  a  mere 
tubtorfugo,  certainly  true  faculty  con¬ 
trol  at  its  best  is  to  bo  preferred  to 
control  by  graduates  or  coaches.  ’  ’ 

Dr.  Savage  believes  that  tho  oxccs- 
sivo  importance  placed  upon  athletics 
has  led  to  oxtravaganco  in  special  por- 
Bonnol  and  to  “reserving  for  intercol- 
loginto  competition'^^tho  best  and  larg. 
ost  athletio  facilities,  with  consequent 
impoverishment,  and  in  many  cases,  the 
consequent  inadequacy  of  intramural 
athletics.”  This  same  exaggerated  im¬ 
portance  of  athletics  nas  brought  about 
a, poor  administration  of  tho  problem  of 
Boliolaatio  eligibility. 

In  completing  his  report.  Dr.  Savage 
says;  “Tho  prime  needs  of  our  collogo 
athletics  aro  two — oho  particular  and 
one  general.  The  first  is  a  change  of 
values  in  a  field  that  is  sodden  with 
tho  commercial  and  tho  matorjal  and 
tho  vested  interests  that  these  forces 
have  croatod.  Cemmorcialism  in  collogo 
athletics  must  bo- diminished  and  col¬ 
lege  sptirta  must  rise  to,  the  point  whore 
they  oTo  esteemed  priipdrily  ^d  sin- 
cerdly  or  tiw  opperthnitios' tliby  afford 
to  matufo  ','yodi}.i  '  under  reeponsibillty. 

■  The  s.oce.n'd  need  is  more  fundamental. 
The  A'mori'cdn  eollege  piust  renew  with¬ 
in,  itself  the  force  that  will  chMIenge 
the  best  intellectual  capabilities  of  the 
undergraduate.”  '  ''  '  '

College  Group  Gives 
Educational  Surveys 

At  the  request  of  superintendent 
Dan  .1.  Hurt  of  the  Dearborn  schools. 
County  Superintendent  Ernest  Kotter- 
man,  of  Ray  county,  and  the  board  of 
education  of  the  consolidated  school 
system  of  Dearborn,  Mr.  Bert  Cooper  of 
the  College,  gave  an  educational  survey 
of  tho  schools  there  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  of  last  week. 

Mr.  Cooper  was  assisted  in  tho  sur¬ 
vey  work  by  Evelyn  Evans,  Myrtle 
Wells,  Merle  Shamberger,  and  Prank 
Mann. 

Tho  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  de¬ 
termine  if  possible: 

1 —  How  the  work  of  the  students  in 
this  school  system  compares  with  tho 
established  norms. 

2 —  Tho  relation  of  the  pupil’s  prbg- 
rcss  in  school  work  to  native  ability. 

3 —  Grade  classification  as  compared 
with  the  pupils’  ranking  in  achieve¬ 
ment  in  subjects  pursued. 

4 —  The  weak  points  of  instruction 
.^uid  administration  that  need  special 

aV-.qtion  and  the  application  of  remed¬ 
ial  me^ihui;ps. 

At  the  meefing^of  tho  bo.ard  of  edu¬ 
cation  and  tho  Dearborn  school  faculty 
Mr.  Cooper  explained  that  the  purpose 
of  the  survey  was  not  to  measure  the 
teachers  for  re-election  purposes.  He 
explained  that  the  teachers  could  not 
be  judged  on  this  one  survey  since  a 
superior  group  of  students  would  suc¬ 
ceed  despite  the  fact  that  they  might 
have  a  poor  teacher;  a  very  inferior 
group  of  students  might  have  .a  strong 
teacher;  and  a  group  of  students  might, 
have  had  an  unusually  poor  prepara¬ 
tion.  In  order  to  judge  the  teachers,  tho 
■progress  of  the  students  would  have  to 
be  noted  for  a  specific  period  of  time, 
under  tho  guidance  of  the'  certain 
teacher. 

Intelligence  and  subject  tests-  were 
given  to  250  students  both  of  tho  ele¬ 
mentary  grades  and  of  tho  high  school, 
by  the  group  from  the  College.  There 
are  four  rural  schools  connected  with 
the  Dearborn  school  system.
